HERD DEVELOPMENT 
“You never need 
To buy the seed 
From which to breed 

Unless you feed.” 
HIS is just another way of pointing out the futility 
T of one spending good money for pure bred stock and 
then neglecting to properly care for them, or to feed 
them liberally and wisely. A pure bred dairy herd should 
so be handled that maximum economical production be 
maintained all the time, giving due regard to regular breed- 
ing and with the health of the animal held foremost. Some 
few breeders have been guilty of overfeeding and con- 
ditioning, but the big majority could well afford to feed 
more liberally. It is true when seven-day record making 
was having its heyday, many cows were overdone and 
fed entirely too heavy of concentrates and high protein 
feeds, thus often sacrificing them as breeders or useful 
producers. Fortunately the majority in our breed saw 
where this was leading to. For seven-day records are at 
the present entirely passe’. The public has now turned 
to sensible long time production, with a cow producing 
a strong and healthy calf every twelve to fourteen months. 

Size of Herd 
How large a herd? As I see it, a herd of about 125 
head, this means 50 to 60 cows in milk all the time, is about 
the most profitable size. A larger number than this may 


become unwieldy, a much smaller number will not justify 
the gathering together or the maintaining of the right 
sort of an organization. Overhead can be better and more 
easily distributed with this size herd. Then again with a 
herd of these numbers, it becomes the main business on 
the farm rather than a side issue. 
Let Us Be Sensible 

As a business man, the Holstein breeder today cannot 
afford to keep any mature cow that will not produce, if 
in normal health, at least sixty pounds of milk per day for 
a considerable period; nor a two-year-old heifer that will 
not produce at least forty pounds. To. encourage and 
maintain production, especially if a worthwhile milk mar- 
ket is available, three or four time milking is advisable 
and will prove profitable. Three time milking is really 
the most economical and has many advantages. The dif- 
ference in amount of milk produced between three and 
four time milking when liberal feeding is practiced will 
very often not justify the additional expense. To get the full 
benefit of three time milking, the milkings should be 
eight hours apart. If one tries to milk some cows twice 
per day, the bulk of them three times, and some few of 
them four times, it means several different crews, or very 
irregular and unsatisfactory hours for the men. I do not 
like the hours of three time milking as is practiced on 
many of our farms, i. e.. the starting of milking at four 
or five o’clock in the morning, at twelve or one o’clock at

noon, and at eight or nine o’clock at night. The boys 
who do this milking and feeding are human, and like 
to mix a little pleasure with their hard work which comes 
so regular seven days in every week. They enjoy the 
anticipation of a coming good time and the pleasant 
memories of one that has passed, just as well as do we. 
So on this farm, we shall change the hours for feeding 
and milking, starting the morning milking at seven or 
seven-thirty o'clock, the afternoon milking at three or 
three-thirty and the evening milking at eleven or eleven- 
thirty. There will be very little if any four time milking 
practiced and those cows we are drying off and which will 
be milked only twice per day, will be milked after the 
three time milking is done in the morning and before the 
three time milking at night. These hours offer many ad- 
vantages. Light bills can be saved in the winter as two 
milkings will come in daylight. In the summer time, ex- 
cept during the very heat of the day in the months of 
July and August, and possibly a part of September the 
cows will be knee deep in pasture all but through the 
milking hours. The old cow can go out and fill her own 
dinner basket, if proper pasture is provided, a lot cheaper 
than one can go and haul it to her. Then again, Nature 
intended that the cow’s feet should be kept soft and pli- 
able, by her walking through the dewy grass and worn 
down by exercise. The ultra violet rays from the sun on 
the old cow’s back give her vigor and vitality, and help 
her to be more disease-resistant. She gets health-giving 
vitamin from the green grass which can be procured no- 
where else without great expense. This practice keeps her 
digestive organs functioning properly and makes her a 
more regular and healthy breeder. Through the extreme 
heat of the summer and fly time, the cows will be brought 
in for milking around seven o’clock in the morning and 
remain in until after the three o’clock milking in the 
afternoon, when they will be turned out into one of the 
night pastures provided close by for convenience in 
getting them in for the eleven o’clock night milking. 
Not only are these hours economical and favorable for the 
cow, but such hours enable the men to attend church if 
they so wish on a Sunday morning, and to enjoy social 
entertainment and the theater of an evening. This makes 
for happy and contented help; and such help are always 
loyal and will give you of their very best. During the 
late fall, in winter and in early spring, the cows will be 
turned out every pleasant day for exercise in large roomy 
paddocks that are not cluttered up with any machinery or 
vehicles on which the animals may injure themselves. 
High Proteins Not Regarded So High 

The better feeders of today are getting away from the 
high protein content grains and instead of feeding twenty- 
five or even twenty per cent rations as formerly, they find 
sixteen and often fourteen per cent give as high or greater 
yield, cost less and has lessened may breeding troubles. 
If one feeds his own farm grown grains when properly 
supplemented with high protein feeds such a ration is 
hard to beat. One can hardly improve on a mixture of 


and for 


this picture. 


coarse cracked corn, rolled or crimped oats with some 
oil-cake and minerals and salt mixed therein, if fed with 
prime clover or alfalfa hay and silage. In fact such a 
ration with slight variation can be fed safely and success- 
fully to cows and heifers in heavy flow of milk, to animals 
being fitted for test or show, to calves, young stock and 
to the herd bulls. I would feed grain to my milking herd 
throughout the year, even on grass. The amount varying 


with the condition of the cow and milk flow. I also find 
it advisable to feed some silage and even hay in the 
summer, as cattle like some dry feed along with their 


succulent grass. 

Beet pulp, in my opinion, is a very worthwhile feed. 
In fact I prefer it to the feeding of any of the roots them- 
selves. It is a wonderful conditioner, maintains appetite, 
is a big aid in preventing digestive disorder, and if pur- 
chased in quantities when the market is favorable, will 
profitably replace many higher priced grains. I would not 
care to fit a string of show cattle without it, or try to 
hold them up in condition while on the circuit. It is 
equally as valuable for fitting test cows and in maintain- 
ing steady heavy milk production throughout the year’s 
test. If one has a particularly good milk market, beet 
pulp can be fed to advantage to the regular producing 
herd. 


“Cleanliness is Next to Godliness” 


Cleanliness is of prime importance, if one wishes to 
always keep his animals eating heartily. Mangers, feed 
buckets and boxes should be frequently washed and al- 
ways kept clean and sweet. We insist on palatability in 
the feeds that we buy or use. Why make these feeds less 
palatable to the animals by letting portions of them re- 
main in the manger or boxes to sour and decompose? How 
would you like to have your wife fail to wash your plate 


after the evening meal, then give you the same dishes 
for your breakfast, and again use the same ones un- 


washed for your lunch, and so on, ad infinitum? How 
great would be your appetite? Yet many so-called feed- 
ers expect to maintain their animals’ appetites to a high 
pitch and expect their feed to always be palatable to them 
when they are forced to eat in or from stale and stinking 
feed boxes and mangers. 


Watch the Calories 


Because we want to know just what we are doing all 
of the time, each milking from each cow will be weighed 
and recorded. I do not believe one can feed a cow, or at 
least a string of cows intelligently without weighing both 
the milk she gives and the feed she eats. All of the herd 
will be carried under the herd test plan or run on semi- 
official test year after year. The bulk will be run in di- 
vision B and most of them will be bred with the idea of 
their qualifying for the 305-day division. Heifers can be 
grown out and will make a lot better class of cows if fed 
liberally of the right sort of feeds; and developed by

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Report of the Committee on Abortion 


of the U. S. Livestock Sanitary Association, By C. P. FITCH, Chairman 


satisfactorily during the past year. It is very en- 

couraging to compare the report of your Committee 
on Abortion of four years ago, with the situation that 
exists in the United States today in respect to this di- 
sease. In 1925 your Committee reported that two states 
had adopted regulatory measures to prevent the intro- 
duction of the disease by cattle purchased and coming 
into the commonwealth from other states. These regula- 
tions required a health certificate, stating that the’ blood 
of the animal had been tested serologically and that no 
evidence of infection by the Bang organism could be 
found. One state was doing accredited herd work with 
the disease and several commonwealths had educational 
work in progress. This represented the efforts to official- 
ly control the disease. 
” Now, 1930, nine states and the Province of Hawaii 
require a health certificate based upon the blood test. 
Seven additional states will not permit the entrance of 
animals which are known to give a positive reaction to 
the serological test for Bang’s disease. Nineteen states 
have definite regulations governing the control of infec- 
tious abortion. Twenty-four states still have no regula- 
tions regarding the disease, but it is interesting to note 
that sixteen out of these twenty-four, have regulations 
which they are about to adopt, or are pursuing educa- 
tional campaigns working toward the control of this in- 
fection. Six states prohibit the sale of Known infected 
animals within their confines, except under permit from 
the live stock sanitary authorities. Eleven states are 
doing work on the accreditation of herds free of Bang’s 
disease. 

The progress that has been made during the past year 
indicates that nearly all of our commonwealths are fully 
aware of the dangers of this infection and are formulating 
rules and regulations looking towards its control. As 
was pointed out by your Committee several years ago, 
each state has its own individual problem and as your 
Committee advised, each sanitary official should study 
his own problem and put into effect rules and regulations 
which are advisable under the circumstances that exist in 
his state. The above report indicates that sanitary offic- 
ials have, in general, done this. 


(CP satisact of bovine infectious abortion has proceeded 


There are five things that your Committee this year 
desires to call particularly to your attention. First: It 
has been definitely demonstrated that up to the present 
time, the only method which has been clearly shown as 
satisfactory for the control of this infection is the clean 
herd on the basis of the serological tests. This brings 
these tests definitely into the limelight, and several things 
in regard to them should be considered. 

The Committee on Abortion of the American Veteri- 
nary Medical Association recommended in its report, which 
was accepted by the Association, that a committee be 
appointed, looking toward the standardization of these tests. 
The American Veterinary Medical Association Committee 
stated that in their judgment this should be a combined 
action, or should be referred to three organizations, name- 
ly this Association, the Conference of National and State 
Experiment Station Workers in Animal Diseases, and the 
Committee on Abortion of the National Research Council. 
It seems to your Committee that this recommendation is 
a good one. The serological tests do need standardization. 
If such tests are to be used for the interstate traffic of 
cattle, it is absolutely necessary that they be made as 
uniform as possible. This was demonstrated when the 
intradermal tuberculin test was adopted generally by the 
states and was used as a test for the interstate move- 
ment of live stock. Your Committee therefore recommends 
that this Association either appoint a special committee 
on the standardization of the tests, or refer it to the 
Committee on Abortion to be appointed by the incoming 
President, with power to act, and also to instruct this 
committee to cooperate with the two organizations men- 
tioned above. 


Second: During the past year, several additional states 
have made the requirement of a Bang’s disease health 
certificate for entrance of cattle into their commonwealth. 
We believe it would be a wise thing for the sanitary 
authorities of the different states that are contemplating 
action of this kind, or in fact, that are contemplating any 


regulations in regard to the control of this disease, to 
communicate with the sanitary authorities of other states 
in that such laws or regulations be as uniform as possible 
We believe that the time has come when as uniform rules 
and regulations as possible should be adopted generally 
in the United States in respect to the interstate move- 
ment of cattle so far as this disease is concerned. We 
believe the states in different groups can get together 
advantageously, talk over their problem, and_ initiate 
either rules, regulations, or laws governing the control 
of this infection. Such group meetings have already 
started. The veterinary sanitary officials of California. 
Idaho, Nevada, Oregon and Washington met in Oakland 
in November 1928. Pennsylvania, Maryland and New 
Jersey met very recently, and are projecting work, look- 
ing toward uniformity. We believe that this is an im- 
portant point and should be carefully considered by the 
sanitary officials of all states. 

Third, last year your Committee presented a very de- 
tailed report in regard to the preparation of live vaccines. 
Data presented in this report indicate clearly the great 
variation in the manufacture of these products. This 
year, at the meeting of the American Veterinary Medical 
Association at Detroit, Dr. Hellman and his co-workers 
presented a report in respect to the so-called “virulent 
cultures” that were used commercially, for immunization 
against Bang’s disease. This report was based on a 
study of nine commercial vaccines. Their data indicate 
that all of those studied were either dead or virulent. 
Your Committee desires to state that the use of living 
vaccines which are virulent or which may become virulent, 
is a dangerous procedure. We recommend that their 
distribution be prohibited. This is stated, not only be- 
cause of the relation of the use of these products to the 
control of the infection in cattle and other species of 
live stock, but because of the added danger of the trans- 
mission of the infection to human beings by their use. 
We do not impiy by this that vaccination as a method 
of control of Bang’s disease is not worthy of study. We 
do state most emphatically, however, that it is still in 
the experimental stage and should be kept under close 
supervision of competent research specialists. 

Fourth: Your Committee is fully cognizant of the 
notoriety which undulant fever has gained during the past 
year. Presentation of this subject at this meeting has 
been delegate to the Public Health Service of the United 
States. You have already listened to this presentation. 
Your Committee again wishes to call your attention to 
the fact that there is no doubt that cases of undulant 
fever occur in man which are undoubtedly contracted in 
laboratories, through milk and its products, and through 
contact with affected cattle and swine. Your Committee 
further wishes to state. however, that in their judgment, 
it has not been definitely proved that any one source is 
the most important method of transmission of this disease 
to man. Further, we wish to state that investigation of 
cases of undulant fever in man, not only from the epi- 
demiclogical standpoint, but also from the bacteriological 
and pathological standpoint, are absolutely necessary, and 
we earnestly recommend that the agencies doing investi- 
gational work in this field, pay particular attention to 
these phases of the study of undulant fever. 

Fifth: As a final recommendation, your Committee 
desires to call the attention of those commonwealths 
which are still allowing Bang’s disease to proceed un- 
attaked, within their confines, that it is exceedingly 
urgent that they adopt rules and regulations, or educa- 
tional procedures, looking toward effective control. The 
basic facts which underlie the successful control of this 
disease have been pointed out to this Association for 
several years. They remain as facts today. They have 
stood the test of time. They await your use as a basis 
for the adoption of control measures. The merits of the 
agglutination test, its possibilities and limitations, the 
value of segregation of the non-reactors and the procedure 
of raising herds free from the disease, should be con- 
stantly kept before those whose duty it is to protect 
animal health. The live stock industry of this country 
will shortly demand that you adopt the proper rules and 
regulations for the control of this disease within your 
state. Further delay will only serve to bring additional 
burdens upon the cattle industry of your community.

In place of the herd of 8,000-lb. grades, the Hurl- 
burts now have a fully accredited herd of about half a 
hundred registered Holsteins, that last year showed an 
average production of about 13,000 lbs. milk and over 450 
Ibs. fat. The herd today has a national reputation for 
show ring winnings, four times breaking into the All- 
American list. Last year, a member of the herd won 
two first places on the National Association Honor List 
for production and the herd is likely to rank high on 
the current year’s Honor List. Eight Massachusetts State 
Records have already been broken in this herd. In ac- 
complishing this change, Walter Hurlburt has been 
awarded a gold medal by the Massachusetts Department 
of Agriculture for “Outstanding Achievement in the 
Agricultural Field.”

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The story has been told before 
elsewhere with the intimation that 
the first and biggest problem of the 
son was to convince the father of the 
desirability of making the change, 
This always makes a good story but 
in this case does not happen to be in 
accord with the facts. Walter Hurl- 
burt assures me that during all the 
lean years of agricultural deflation, 
while this herd was in the building, 
he has never had anything but loyal 
support and unfailing encouragement 
from his father; and certainly no 
one could talk with the senior Mr, 
Hurlburt long without realizing his 
pride in the fine herd and in the ae 
complishments of his son as a 
breeder. 

The First Herd Sire 

The first step in the herd building 
program was to put the original herd 
under federal supervision, with the 
gratifying result that twenty-three of 
the forty were taken on the first test, 
This opened the way for the founda- 
tion of the pure bred herd, fifteen 
bred heifers and a few heifer calves 


being immediately purchased. Other 
foundation animals have been added 


from time to time as finances would 
permit, the remaining grades being 
gradually weeded out. The pure 
breds purchased were for the most 
part not high priced animals, but Mr. Hurlburt was able to 
find at moderate prices animals with good udders. and 
rumps that looked like good practical, profitable dairy 
machines. He was depending’on his sires to improve each 
generation over the one before. 

The selection of the first herd sire was a _ knotty 
problem, because a sire of the calibre he needed for 
building the herd he had in mind would cost more money 
than he had to spend. Here is where cooperation entered 
the picture. Rather than compromise with his high ideals 
on the herd sire question, Hurlburt joined forces with 
two of his neighbors, M. W. Andrus and A. M. Chapin, 
located at Sheffield in his own township, and the three, 
with the advice of Charlie Blackman, then New England 
field secretary, purchased Nutmeg Walker Colantha 381231 
from the herd of Judge Peasley in Connecticut. He was

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Make Haste Slowly 


HE subject of abortion control appears to be the topic 
T of the day. The New York Holstein-Friesian Associa- 

tion had a question box period and devoted nearly a 
whole morning to this topic. It cropped up in the Massa- 
chusetts breeders meeting last week and they endorsed 
the idea of abortion-free accredited certificates along the 
same plan as the well known tuberculosis certificates. 
Michigan is making this their central topic of discussion 
next month. Whenever two or three breeders get to- 
gether, the conversation seems to get around to abortion 
control sooner or later. 

This will all help to crystallize sentiment and may 
serve to spur our sanitary control authorities to greater 
efforts in working out the problem from that end. At pres- 
ent, it seems that the breeders in their demands are 
forcing the issue rather faster than the established knowl- 
edge of the correct handling of the situation warrants. 

As a result, many different types of legislation are 
being adopted in the different states, so that inter-state 
shipment is becoming increasingly difficult and confusing. 
Scmething of this problem is indicated by the report of 
the Abortion Committee of the U. S. Live Stock Sanitary 
Association. published as a feature in this issue. The 
World hopes to be able to present shortly a complete 
tabulation of the various state regulations on this subject 
that may be helpful to Holstein breeders as a reference 
along this line. 

Regardless of individual beliefs on the subject of the 
abortion test, we must face the fact that, right or wrong, 
it is here as a practical necessity in the marketing of our 
better animals. The thing that we as an important indus- 
try must guard against is a feeling of panic or hysteria 
that may result in the destruction of the many valuable 
breeding animals with good breeding histories, merely be- 
cause they happen to be positive to this test. The com- 
bination is by no means rare, and we believe it is generally 
accepted by our soundest authorities that such cows are a 
safer and better proposition than negative cows to go into 
herds that are not being maintained on a strictly nega- 
tive basis. ; 

Perhaps the solution, or at least a partial solution of 
the problem, may lie along the line of supplying the com- 
plete breeding history of animals offered for sale either 
at public or private sale. Certainly, it is not sound policy 
to attempt to destroy all positive animals, nor is it neces- 
sary in the control of the disease. It will likewise be a 
great handicap and financial loss to breeders if every 
positive animal, regardless of her breeding history, shall 
be too seriously discounted in market value. Let us, 
therefore, make haste slowly and not allow ourselves to 
be stampeded into taking ill-advised action that we might 
later seriously regret.

The main part of the book, as 
usual, lists the sires of tested daugnters as Well as the 
dams of two or more official record daughters, but this 
volume is confined to a list of the active sires and dams 
during the past year. By this we mean that oniy those 
sues and dams are included who had changes in their 
list of daughters during the past year, reference beimg 
made to the preceding volume, No. 39, for the daughters 
of such sires previously tested. 

In addition to this important material, the 1eco:ds made 
during the past year are listed alphabetically in the tront 
and in the back is continued the same statistical material 
as in the previous volume, including the list of sires with 
six or more daughters above 600 lbs. butterfat in long-time 
test, a list of dams with records above 600 lbs. fat having 
records above 600 lbs. fat, a tabulation of all of the rec- 
ords of the various cows of our breed that have made four 
or more ten months’ or yearly records with the averages 
of such records. Also the complete list of cows producing 
28 lbs. fat in 7 days, 900 lbs. fat in a year, 112 lbs. fat in 
30 days. Likewise the list of cows producing above 700 
lbs. fat in 305 days, meeting the calving requirements for 
this division, together with a tabulation of the leading 
records in each of these classes and divisions and a pre- 
sentation of the Honor Lists for the preceding year. 

This volume and the next three to follow will be more 
temporary in character and the material they include will 
appear in the next key volume which will be Volume 44, 
according to the present plans. In the meantime, how- 
ever, breeders who are maintaining complete files of these 
books will find this and succeeding volumes valuable for 
reference. 


Final Figures on the Year’s Business 

INAL figures on the year’s business of the Holstein- 
F Friesian Association of America for 1929 are now 

available. We find that from the standpoint of total 
registrations, this is the second greatest year in the 
history of the Association, exceeding last year’s mark by 
1,536, the total being 122,614. Transfers are about two per 
cent under the preceding year, the total being 90,380 as 
compared with 92,314 for 1928. Business for the final week 
of the year did not quite keep pace with the final week 
of 1928. so that the total of certificates issued for the full 
year falls 398 short of the total for the previous year, or 
0.18%. New memberships during the year total 1,916 as 
compared to 1,890 for the preceding year, indicating a con- 
tinued and growing interest in the breed and in the Asso- 
ciation. 

Total cash receipts for the year, according to a pre- 
liminary statement from Auditor DeBergh, are given as 
$533,608.25 as compared to $529,299.13 for 1928. The 
excess of cash receipts over disbursements for the year 
amounted to $13,741.16. This compares with an excess 
of $25,172.95 in 1928. This past year, we note, that the 
expenses of the Secretary’s office were up about $7,400, 
the Advanced Registry office about $8,600, while between 
$3,200 and $3,300 more was disbursed through the Exten- 
sion Service. The Treasurer’s office cost about $3,500 less 
than the preceding year. The cash position of the Asso- 
ciation is very strong, the cash balance at the end of the 
vear totaling over $105,000 in addition to.the reserve fund 
of over $300,000, as well as the splendid office property in 
Brattleboro, housing the facilities of the Secretary’s office 
and now owned by the Association. There is much to be 
proud of as well as encouragement in this report of the 
business of the Holstein-Friesian Association of America 
for 1929.

Practical View of Blood Test 
Editor, Holstein-Friesian World: 
Have read your editorial in the December 28th issue, 
regarding the blood test for abortion and we wish to com- 


mend you for bringing this matter to the attention of the 
breeders. 


Whether we believe in the blood test or not, it is here 
and it is an important factor in selling and must be con- 
sidered. Several states already have laws governing the 
test. Some prohibit the importation of positive animals 
and some require that all cattle brought in must be nega- 
tive. Also, many breeders are confining their purchases 
to negative cattle. This is especially true of the buyers 
of the better class of animals. 

Many breeders seem to be afraid of the test because 
they think there is no market for their positive cattle. 
We have handled a few sales of blood tested animals and 
our observation is that there is very little difference in 
the prices paid for positive and negative animals. As a 
matter of fact, in some instances the higher priced ani- 
mals have been positive. Even though positive animals 
should bring less money than the negatives, we feel that 
the breeders who test are the winners as they are able 
to attract buyers who would not or could not consider 
untested animals. 


In considering this problem, we must not look upon 
positive animals as something dangerous or worthless. 
As a matter of fact, under certain conditions, these posi- 
tive animals may be the safest ones to buy. We recently 
discussed this matter with a leading veterinary authority 
who stated that if he had a herd in which there had been 
abortion during the past five years, he would purchase 
only positive cows with good breeding records. If this is 
true there should be a market for positives for some time 
to come. 

In selling positive animals, it is our policy to represent 
them as such and we have never knowingly sold a positive 
animal without announcing the fact. It is our belief that 
if a breeder thinks enough of the blood test to have it 
made, he is morally obligated to inform the buyer of the 
Tesult. 

There is evidently merit in the blood test or it would 
not be so extensively used. However, whether we be- 
lieve in it or not. it is here and we might just as well 
acknowledge the fact and try to find some way of solving 
the problem.

test. Especially is this true of heifers with first calf. 
My experience is that one does not injure any cow or 
heifer by three or four time feeding and milking if she 
be given all the good clover or alfalfa hay she can eat 
along with a liberal portion of silage and beet pulp and a 
grain ration of rather low protein content (12 to 16% pro- 
tein). Feeding according to the condition of the animal 
and the milk flow using one pound of grain to each three 
and one-half or four pounds of milk. The chances against 
injury are doubly insured if the cattle are permitted to 
have liberal use of pasture always plenty of exercise and 
sunshine and are bred from three to five months after 
calving. 

At least a thirty and Wetter a sixty-day rest between 
lactation periods is necessary if the cow is going to main- 
tain heavy and persistent production throughout the next 
vear. Good condition reflects in the milk pail. Animals 
in thin or emaciated condition previous to freshening never 
produce as well as the same animals when they are in 
fine fit at freshening time. As far as possible I try to 
prevent feverish condition and caking of the udder in 
cows and heifers. My opinion is that such conditions 
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only prevent one from getting the animal on full feed 
quickly and have more or less tendency of injuring the 
milk cells of the udder. I try to prevent this as far as 
possible by feeding laxative roughage, feeding no corn or 
silage for the last ten days previous to calving and letting 
the grain ration consist of beet pulp, oats, bran and some 
oil-meal. 
Comfort is Conducive to Contented Cows 

A liberal use of clean dry bedding is about as essential 
as an abundance of feed and water. -1 am certain feed 
can be saved by the use of plenty of bedding. The cow 
being a ruminant makes her best gains or produces the 
most milk while she is happily chewing her cud. There- 
fore the more you can induce the animals to lie down by 
giving them a soft clean bed, the better results you will 
get on a given amount of feed. On the contrary, cows 
that are forced to stand up because of their dislike to 
lie down on a cold, rough or hard floor, are using up 
energy for purposes, other than gaining in flesh or pro- 
ducing milk. Consequently they are not making the best 
use of their feed. As many men are guilty of under bed- 
ding as they are of underfeeding. In fact you will find 
as a rule the best feeders and fitters bed heavily. 

While I have personally never used a milking machine, 
I believe they can be safely, successfully and prclitably 
employed. The important item, as I see it, is the men who 
operate them. Labor conditions and business competition 
may compel more machines to be used in th2 future. 

The Nursery Diet 

1 prefer the smaller calves to be kept in individual 
pens. The pens to have solid walls and partitions so the 
excreta from one calf cannot get into the others pen, and 
where they are not sucking at each other all the time. 
The walls and partitions should be washed and thorougly 
disinfected betore any calf goes into its new quarters. 
As soon as the calf is born I like to disinfect the naval 
cord inside and out with tincture of iodine, and when a 
few hours old vaccinate it for scours and hemorraghic 
septicemia. My experience has been that the cow will 
miss her calf least if the calf is permitted to be with her 
not over twelve hours, and then remove the cow to other 
quarters than where she “found her calf.’ I fancy feeding 
whole milk to the wee calves until they are about one 
month old, at first feeding them from two and one-half 
to three and one-half pounds per feed three times a day, 
depending on the size and condition of the calf. I grad- 
ually increase the amount of milk consumed as the calf 
grows and can handle more. At one month of age skim 
milk can be substituted gradually for whole milk, taking 
about six weeks to make the change before they are 
getting skim milk entirely. Small boxes with whole oats 
or whole oats and coarse cracked corn. placed before the 
little fellows will soon teach them to eat grain. I give 
no water to calves until they start to eat grain and hay; 
then only out of buckets, so the amount can be regulated 
until they are about three months old, when drinking 
cups can be placed before them. 3aby calves will often 
fill up on water if permitted and produce indigestion or 
scours. From three months up to a year I like to feed 
skim milk; and as the youngsters will then be in lots 
of from four to six, use stanchions to fasten them for a 
while after feeding milk, to prevent sucking. I place grain 
before them as soon as the empty milk bucket is removed. 
This helps take the milk taste out of their mouth prompt- 
ly. Choice hay fed in small quantities as well as grain 
should be kept before the calves until they are about 
twelve months old. For calves under one year old, pasture 
should be limited. 

Only clean buckets, buckets as sweet and sterile as 
the ones in which you milk should be used for calf feed 
ing. Dirty pails will cause all sorts of trouble. Irregular 
hours of feeding, irregular temperature of milk and irreg- 
ular amounts fed almost invariably will produce indiges- 
tion, scours and the inevitable pot-bellied calf. 

The young bulls, as soon as they are of salable age, 
should be kept in as good fit as possible, so they may at 
all times look their worth. Of course after thev are six 
months old they should always be kept separate trom the 
heifers 

A Slim Waistline Not in Vogue Here 

The heifers, from the time they are twelve months old. 
are run in luxurious pastures in summer and in open 
sheds in winter with access to water at all times and to 
all the good clover or alfalfa hay they can consume, along

not a proven sire—just a youngster— 
but a careful study of his own type, 
the type and production of all of his 
near dams, and the blood lines back 
of him, convinced them that this bull 
should develop into what they wanted. 
True, his dam had no year record, but 
she was a 20-lb. two-year-old of 
wonderful conformation, and her full 
sister was a world’s champion milk 
producer in short-time work and with 
an 1,100-lb. record. Both grandams 
were really remarkable 30-lb. cows. 
He has three near crosses to Colantha 
Johanna Lad, with Denver, Creamelle, 
Walker and Pontiac breeding all close 
up in his pedigree. Judge Peasley 
gave the bull a good recommendation 
and the choice proved to be a wise 
one. I have visited these herds where 
“Nutmeg” has been in service the 
past six years and was much im- 
pressed by the uniformity, size and 
capacity, the big, square udders, the 
rumps and top lines, the real dairy 
excellence of the daughters of this 
sire. Forty of his milking daughters 
have been classified in these herds 
and not one was rated below “Good.” 
All except four of them where dams 
were available for scoring were rated 
better than their dams and the bull 
was given a Silver Medal rating. As 
all of his daughters that have fin- 
ished their records in this herd the 
first year have exceeded Gold Medal 
requirements, he looks like a sure 
Gold Medal sire. The entire Hurl- 
wood herd was classified, the twenty- 
five females of milking age, including 


one “Excellent,” seven “Very Good” 
and the balance “Good.” The AIll- 


American bull was also “Excellent.” 

Perhaps the best known offspring 
of “Nutmeg” is his son, Hurlwood Sir 
Segis Walker 488564, who is now see- 
ing service in the Hurlwood herd as 


well as in the Cream Hill Herd, 
owned by the Golds at West Corn- 
wall, Conn. This bull, as a calf in 
1926, was junior and reserve grand 
champion at Eastern States Exposi- 
tion, and .was named All-American 
bull calf. .The next year, following 


a hard circuit in which he won a 
large number of firsts and champion- 
ships, he was All-American senior 
vearling and was also quite success- 
ful as a two-year-old in 1928 and 
again as a three-year-old this past 
season, when he was grand champion 
at New York State Fair. His sons 
and daughters have also been con- 
sistent prize winners the past two 
years. His dam, Lady Glenwood Segis 
De Kol, is a remarkable cow in every 
way. One of the accompanying pic- 
tures gives some idea of her “busi- 
ness end.’ She has recently finished 
a Class C record of 12,261.2 lbs. milk 


and 457.9 lbs. fat, 3.7% (owners 
figures). She is sired by a 31-lb son 


of a 41-lb sire. 

Offspring of the twice All-American 
bull are also making good in the show 
ring as calves and yearlings, and 
show great promise for the future. 
One of his sons, Hurlwood Sir Segis 
Walker 2d, was Reserve All-American 
calf this year, winning first and junior 
championship at most of the im- 


portant shows of the East this fall 
including Eastern 


States and New 
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York and Maryland State Fairs, and 
was just nosed out of first place at 
the National by the All-American 
King Bessie bull of Elmwood’s. A 
daughter, Hurlwood Colantha Rose 
Walker 2d, showing as a junior year- 
ling although only about two days 
out of the calf class, was junior cham- 
pion at Maryland, first at Brockton 
and well up in the money elsewhere 
including the National where 
stood sixth.

Another son of “Nutmeg” that has 
made a distinguished record this year 
is Hurlwood Sir Canary Walker, who 
went through to Reserve All-American 
honors in the two-year-old class. He 
won his class at the National and at 


Eastern States, Brockton, Worcestor, 
cte. and never placed below second 
throughout the season. He was ex- 
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hibited with the Hurlwood string but 
is owned by Pequitside Stock Farm, 
Canton, Mass. 

Six head from the Hurlwood herd 
were exhibited at the National Dairy 
Exposition this year, after a highly 
successful Eastern circuit. Five of 
the six were in the money, their win- 
nings including a first, a second, two 
sixths and one eighth, besides getting 
sixth place on the Get of Nutmeg 
Walker Colantha. which group stood 
first at Eastern States, Maryland 
State Fair and elsewhere. The pic- 
turcs published in connection with 
this story tell the story of Hurlwood 
type better than words.

15 and 18 lbs. butter respectively. 
Some years after this modest start, 
testing in Class C was started and 
today practically every member of 
the milking herd has a Class C record 
or is now on test in this classification. 
The first Hurlwood cow to finish was 
Wyoma Canary Ponty, who became 
the class leader for 1928-29 in the 
mature class with 639.74 lbs. fat from 
18,166.9 lbs. milk in 305 days, both 
Massachusetts State Records in Class 
C. Another, described by Mr. Hurl- 
burt as “a little stunted cow that we 


bought at first but who became the 
mother of two of our best show 
heifers, one of them a junior cham- 
pion and who is also grandam of the 
Reserve All-American bull calf,” pro- 
duced in 305 days 467.84 lbs. fat from 
12,160 lbs. milk. A junior three-year- 
old, Hurlwood Agnes Walker, a prize 
winning full sister to the twice All- 
American bull, made a 305-day record 
of 463.3 lbs. fat from 13,770.8 Ibs. 
milk, which would have made her a 
class leader for the year for both fat 
and milk had the report gone in be- 


fore the close of the year. Hurlwood 
Elenore Walker, another Nutmeg 
daughter, broke the Massachusetts 


State Record for milk in the junior 
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two-year-old class with 16,772.4 lbs. in 
365 days, her fat record of 526.2 lbs. 
being just a few pounds under the 
state record. She is now on test 
again as junior three-year-old and for 
nearly three months has milked right 
around 80 lbs. a day. 


Four full sisters by Nutmeg Walker 
Colantha have made an impressive 
showing. One is Hurlwood Miss 
Flossie Walker, a blue ribbon winner 
as a yearling, who broke the state 
record for fat and milk with 518.3 lbs. 
fat from 15,761.2 lbs. milk in a year 
as senior two-year-old; Hurlwood 
Flossie Burke Walker, with 503.9 lbs. 
fat from 15,462.8 lbs. milk as senior 
three-year-old, and dam of a junior 
two-year-old with 436 lbs. fat in 305 
days; Hurlwood Flossie Lady Walker 
with 476.6 lbs. fat from 14,967 Ibs. 
milk in a year at 24 months old, be- 
sides qualifying for the 305-day 
division and now running strong 
again as junior three-year-old, milking 
up to 76 lbs. on her tenth day; and 
Hurlwood Flossie Madam Walker, 
who is now just starting work as a 
two-year-old, and promising to do as 
well as her sisters. 


Their other state champions are 
Pearl De Kol Canary Boon with 
14,530.3 lbs. milk and 546.6 lbs. fat 
in 305 days as senior four-year-old, 
both state records: and Wyoma 
Canary Pauline, whose fat record of 
380.9 lbs. in 305 days is state record 
for senior three-year-olds, although 
made with first calf. 

They have completed in all nine- 
teen records, all in Class C and all 
but six of them in the 305-day division, 
ten as two-year-olds and only five in 
mature form, that average 459.7 Ibs. 
fat from 13,120.3 lbs. milk, including 
as has been stated, eight state 
records, four for fat and four for milk. 
Some even larger records are now in 
progress. For instance, Meadowridge 
Inka Ladoga, who was rated as Ex- 
cellent, has over 14,000 lbs. milk with 
an average test of 3.8% in her first 
eight months. Three of the cows now 
on test have produced better than 
80 lbs. milk in a day and another as 
junior three-year-old promises to ex- 
ceed the 80-lb. mark any day now. 
The first mature daughter of “Nut- 
meg,” owned by Mr. Andrus but on 
test at Hurlwood, has averaged over 
80 lbs. a day for 44 days with 87.6 for 
her high day.

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MASSACHUSETTS STATE ASSO- 
CIATION MEETS 

An interesting meeting of the 
Massachusetts Holstein-Friesian 
Breeders Association was held at Wor- 
cester January 10 in connection with 
the union agricultural meeting. Presi- 
dent Lattimer presided. Secretary 
Estey reported on the activities of 
the association during the past year. 
Since the annual meeting last April, 
nineteen new members have been re- 
ceived, and the activities of the asso- 
ciation have centered principally 
around the support of 4-H club work. 
One hundred dollars was contributed 
to send a Massachusetts 4-H member 
to the National Dairy Show at St. 
Louis and on the offer of the state 
association to contribute to club 
shows at local fairs throughout the 
state, only two fairs made application. 
Fifty dollars each were paid to the 
Berkshire and Hampshire-Franklin 
county fairs. Another project was the 
bull sale program which did not meet 
with quite the success anticipated. 
The Massachusetts State Herd won 
this competition at the Eastern 
States Exposition. Total expenditures 
for. the year were $307.50 and the 
association has a balance of $994.40 
in the treasury. 

The showing of a Massachusetts 
State herd at the Eastern States Ex- 
position in 1930 was adopted as a 
project for the year and the president 
was authorized to appoint a commit- 
tee to take this in charge. Appropria- 
tion of $250 was made for the support 
of ¢alf club work at the county fairs 
and a committee of three, consisting 
of Messrs. Leland, Montague and 
Kitchener, was appointed to investigate 
and take the initiative the fair secre- 
taries have lacked in getting this 
appropriation placed -where it will be 
most useful. Mr. Kitchener offered to 
donate a heifer calf as a prize at the 
Berkshire County Fair. 

The main topic of discussion at the 
meeting was the herds at the state in- 
stitution farms. The New England 
Association is sponsoring a movement 
to place these herds on a pure bred 
basis and to provide for their more 
active development. To this end, the 
Massachusetts Association is putting 
forth an effort to secure legislative 
authorization for a revolving fund, 


similar to the plan so successfully in~ 


operation in Wisconsin, whereby the 
receipts from sales from the state 
institution herds could be used for 
their further development, and provid- 
ing more of an incentive for initiative 
along this line. M. S. Prescott, of 
the Holstein-Friesian World, pre- 
sented some facts as to what is being 
done in other states along this line. 
Others participating in the discussion 
were Allen N. Crissey, district field 
representative; R. W. Forrestall, who 
is general farm advisor for the in- 
stitutions under the department of 
mental diseases; Prof. Montague, of 
Amherst; J. G. Watson, of the New 
England Homestead and others. Mr. 
Forrestall reported that all of the in- 
stitutions in his department have 
pure bred Holstein sires in service 
and many of them pure bred regis- 
tered Holstein females. The average 
production of the 800 milking cows 
in these herds for 1927-1928 was 11,000 
lbs. milk, which is double the produc-

with what silage they will clean up. If they have been 
brought along properly from calfhood these heifers will 
need no grain. In fact will be better off without it, until 
possibly sixty days before freshening. I am convinced 
some of our breeders keep their heifers too fat. Fat in a 
heifer’s udder affects the future milk-making cells and is 
often the cause, I believe. of the udder breaking down 
when the cows get in heavy milk. This possibly explains 
how it is that a prize-winning heifer calf or even a yearling 
that has been in high fit for a long time, rarely if ever, 
comes back as a two-year-old or an aged cow with the kind 
of udder we wish to see. So let the yearling dairy heifers 
sort of rough it, out-of-doors every day with a dry bed at 
night in the winter, giving them an abundance of good 
bulky, growing, but not fattening feeds. Plenty of good 
roughage stretches the heifer’s stomach, makes them good 
middled and develops a capacity which enables them to 
eat and produce as they should when they become cows. 
Grow the heifers well, never letting them “go to bed 
hungry any night.” Then you can breed them at fifteen 
to seventeen months of age and you “can clip a coupon” 
from them at twenty-four to twenty-six months of age. 
when they will start working for you at the pail paying 
you good dividends. With liberal feeding during the first 
and second lactation periods, heifers handled in this man- 
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ner, will make as large and probably more useful cows 
than the more rapidly developed ones. 
“Bringing Up Father” 

Plenty of out door exercise and sunshine keeps the herd 
bull fit. A good bull is worthy of having proper quarters. 
The other kind should never be used. In a previous article, 
I described my idea of a bull house and paddock. I like 
to see the herd bull kept in medium flesh. If too thin, he 
is undernourished and cannot reproduce as effectually as 
he should. If too fat we all know he becomes slow and in 
time partially if not entirely sterile. Green feeds in sum- 
mer and sprouted oats in winter go a long ways toward 
making the bull highly fertile. There are bulls who are 
naturally large of middle which is a handicap in prompt 
copulation. Too much hay aggravates this condition. I 
know of one bull that was troubled in this manner, but 
after his ration was changed to whole oats as his sole ra- 
tion, he again became very active and was a prompt 
server. 

No man can be a successful breeder who is not a good 
judge of individuality. One who cannot see all the faults 
in his own animals and the good in the other fellows will 
not get far. A true breeder constantly culls. The keen- 
ness with which he discerns the weak and the strong 
characteristics of his own animals and the will he shows 
and the persistence he pursues in culling and making his 
selection for matings, determines the degree of his success 
asa BREEDER.

been expanding his breeding business 
considerably by taking over the opera- 
tion, on a partnership arrangement, of 
the well known Fenton Brook Farm 
at Great Barrington, Mass., owned by 


Major Hugh Smiley—an_ establish- 
ment of some 1,400 acres’ stocked 
with registered Holsteins. About a 


dozen good cows have recently been 
added to this herd for foundation 
purposes and will be bred to Nutmeg 
Walker Colantha. The Nutmeg daugh- 
ters will be bred to his son, Hurlwood 
Sir Segis Walker, and to King Bess 
Burke De Kol, one of the best proven 
sons of Winterthur Bess Ormsby 
Boast. This bull is a Silver Medal 
sire formerly owned by A. P. Bige- 
low of Vermont and promises soon 
to be a Gold Medal sire. The com- 
bined Holstein plant under Hurlburt’s 
management will be known as Fenton 
Brook and Hurlwood Holstein Farms 
and will soon have the distinction of 
having in service two Gold Medal 
sires and an Bxcellent sire. 
Hurlburt’s success has not been ac- 
complished without a tremendous lot 
of hard work. During the first years 
he was greatly handicapped by lack 
of capital and insufficient equipment. 


It was some time before he was even 
able to buy a truck and one or two 
years he had to lead practically his 
entire herd a distance of five miles 
to be bred to the Nutmeg bull when 
he was being kept at one of the other 


farms. Help was hard to get and 
during these first lean years even 
harder to pay for when it could be 
obtained and father and son did a 
great deal of the work themselves. 
But although his time is still pretty 
well taken up with the management 
of the two establishments and with 
his showing, testing and _ breeding 
operations, Walter Hurlburt finds 


time to do those things which make 
him a good citizen in his community 
and in his state. He has long been 
active in the New England States 
Holstein-Friesian Association and in 
the Massachusetts Holstein-Friesian 
Association and has represented his 
state as delegate to the National Con- 
vention. He is on the board of County 
Agricultural Trustees, is president of 
the Berkshire National Farm Loan 
Association, is on the Executive Com- 
mittee of the Great Barrington Fair 
and a member of the Disabled Ameri- 
can Veterans of the World War, to 
mention just a few of his activities 
which have made him a recognized 
leader in his community. 


The Blackfoot, Idaho, Chamber of 
Commerce, through its dairy com- 
mittee, has offered to pay the freight 
on the first carload of pure bred Hol- 
stein bulls shipped in.

tion. Of the forty-five cows and

eight Fair. A regular program of 


official testing has been carried on in 


this herd. The entire herd last year 
made the nice average of 11,836 Ibs. 
milk, 387.2 lbs. fat, with a, large pro- 


portion of these records made by two- 
vear-old heifers and many of them in 
milk but ten months of the year. The 


highest individual record is that of 
the three-year-old Syringa Aaggie 
Amsterdam with 678.1 Ibs. fat. 


Syringa Alberta Burke Lass, a mature 
cow, made a record of 608.8 lbs. fat 
in 334 days.

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SURVEY SHOWS LARGE COWS 
MOST ECONOMICAL PRODUCERS 


The small, refined dairy cow may 
look best, but the big, roomy cow pays 
most profit to her owner, according to 
a survey made by the United States 
Department of Agriculture. In mak- 
ing the study large and small cows 
within one breed were compared, both 
pure breds and grades of every age 
being included. 

On an average the largest cows— 
those weighing 1,500 pounds—exceed- 
ed the smallest cows—those weighing 
800 pounds—by 98 pounds of butter- 
fat per cow. Their cost of feed was 
$20 higher, but they returned $43 
more per cow in yearly income over 
cost of feed. 

An analysis of figures obtained in 
the survey shows that as size of cow 
advanced 100 pounds for each group 
there was a fairly uniform gain in 
production of milk and of butterfat, in 
cost of feed per cow. and in income 
above feed cost. On the other hand, 
there was a slight decrease in the 
butterfat test, but this was not 
enough to merit special attention. 

“Though the group figures always 
favored the large cows, it was found 
that many individuals among the 
large cows in each breed were un- 
profitable producers and that many 
small cows in each breed were pro- 
fitable producers. Therefore in select- 
ing dairy cows of any breed it is not 
wise to select on the basis of size 
alone. Size, however, is a factor of 
great importance.” 





FARM BOARD MAKES LOAN TO 
FEEDERS 


The Federal Farm Board to-day 
authorized a line of credit of $5,000,- 
000 to the National Producers Feeder 
Pool of Chicago, a subsidiary of the 
National Livestock Producers’ As- 
sociation. The line of credit advanced 
to this cooperative is to be used for 
the financing of feed lot cattle under 
contract to be marketed by any of 
the terminal commission associations 
which are members of the National 
Livestock Producers Association. 
This line of credit is to be supple- 
mental to and in addition to that 
which the Producers Livestock Credit 
Corporation, another subsidiary, now 
has with the Federal Intermediate 
Credit Banks. 

The same class of collateral will. be 
offered by members and patrons of 
the Producers Commission Associa- 
tions as is now required by the 
Federal Intermediate Credit Banks in 
making live stock loans to feeders, 
which is a chattel mortgage on the 
live stock and the grain to be fed. 
The same inspectors and the same 
custodian bank will be used as now 
function in the case of the Inter- 
mediate Credit Bank loans. 

This loan is made conditioned upon 
the National Livestock Producers As- 
sociation with all of its subsidiaries 
becoming part of the National Live- 
stock Marketing Association which

tion of these herds ten years ago—a 
very splendid showing. Upon motion, 
President Lattimer was authorized to 
appoint a committee of three to work 
with the other interested organiza- 
tions of the state in an effort to 
secure an appropriation from the 
State Legislature to go into a revolv- 
ing fund for the further improvement 
and development of the state institu- 
tion herds. Motion was also adopted, 
endorsing the proposed legislation to 
provide for abortion-free accredited 
herds in the state. The President was 
also authorized to appoint a legisla- 

tive committee. 
The attendance of the meeting was 


kept down somewhat on account of 
the other conflicting meetings on the 
general program, but about sixty were 
in attendance and much interest 
manifested in the work of the asso- 
ciation. 





NOVEMBER 1929 SET NEW REC- 
ORD IN CATTLE TUBERCULIN 
TESTING 


Steady progress has been made in 
the tuberculin testing of the cattle of 
the United. States, and in November 
1929 more cattle were given this test 
than in any month since the begin- 
ning of the eradication campaign, says 
Dr. A. E. Wight, in charge of tuber- 
culosis eradication, U. S. Department 
of Agriculture. The total number of 
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tests made by State and Federal 
veterinarians in November was 1,207,- 
573. Of this number 17,567, or about 
1.4 per cent, indicated the presence 
of tuberculosis in the animals. 

“Previous to last November there 
were nine different. months in which 
the number of tests made per month 
exceeded 1,000,000," says Doctor 
Wight, “but in no case did the number 
reach the 1,200,000 mark. The ex- 
ceptionally large number of tests in 
November 1929 was due to the fact 
that the eradication work was begun 
in a large area in Minnesota during 
the month. The testing work in 
Minnesota is being done in the ex- 
treme northern part of the State, and 
several of the counties have already 
been officially designated as modified 
accredited areas.” 


In order to qualify as a modified 
accredited area, a cqunty must have 
reduced the extent of tuberculosis 
among its cattle to the point where 
not more than 0.5 per cent of the 
cattle react to the tuberculin test. 
The results of tuberculin testing in 
December are not yet available. 





MICHIGAN T. B. TESTING NEARLY 
COMPLETED 


J. E. Burnett, Director of the 
Bureau of Animal Industry of Mich- 
igan, advises that the prospect of 
completing the intensive tuberculosis 
eradication campaign in .that state 
before July 1 of this year, is very 
favorable. Up to the present time, 
North Carolina and Maine are the 
only states that have completed a 
test of all of the cattle within their 
borders, so that Michigan will be the 
first important dairy state to reach 
this coveted goal. Congratulations 
are in order for all concerned.

North Chatham, N. Y., January 10, 
1930. The net cash price to be paid 
members of the Sheffield Producers 
Cooperative Association, Inc., for the 
milk sold by them in the month of 
December, 1929, is $2.72 per hundred 
pounds for three per cent Grade B 
milk in the 201-210 mile zone with the 
usual freight, grade and butterfat dif- 
ferentials. This is equivalent to $2.92 
for milk sold on a 3.5 basis. It is 18 
cents per hundred pounds lower than 
the price paid in November. 

Returns from sections outside of as 
well as within the New York milk 
shed show a general overproduction 
of milk and other dairy products. 

While there is depression in prices 
because of the larger percentage of 
milk forced into the lower priced 
classes the outlook is not as bad as 
was at first feared. There will prob- 
ably be further depression in the 
spring months as has always been the 
case. It is quite generally believed, 
however, that the present overproduc- 
tion arises largely from changing the 
freshening period of many cows from 
spring to fall. If this is the cause 
beneficial results Should begin to 
appear in July and August as the fall 
freshening cows near the end of their 
lactation period.
